Sne dinner 1 helped dispose of there, 
waited upon by two of Virginia's 
proudest daughters. A few days at- 
terwards, alas, we leA these beautiful

After running Banks across the To- 
tomac we lay in camp several ds)s 
near B>jlivar Heights. But a sloiro 
was brewing and Gen. Jackson knew 
ia The whole North bad been arous- 
e<l by our raid.

j Bauki been swept from the valley, 
but Jackain had captured mure lhau 
four thousand priwiuers and a wagon 
train of eommisaary stores two niilrs' 
in length. An army tl. rty tbuusaud 
strong under Gens. I'reiuont and 
Shields was hastily organised to march 
against .lacksuii and literally “chaw 
him up." To any other General save 
Stonewall Jackson the situation would 
have sei’med lilile abort of des|>erate. 

At that time our whole effective 
force was nolover ten thousand men; 
this little army was l.W miles from its 
base of supplies at Stauuton, bad a 
long wagon train aud four thousand 
I prisoners to guard, and with an enemy 
three times our number dogging its

In April our Genera's deterniim’*! 
to make the UapjiahaiiuiK’k river the 
advanced line, and oniers were given 
to fall iNM'k liehimi that strcaui, aud 
to destroy the large amount of com- 
missary stores which bad Iwcn collect- 
erljat Manasoas Junction. The army 
waa then wattereil all the way from 
the lUp|>ahann<x’k to Gonlonaville.

Tben 
there it a regular charge— iu the case 
of ailiilts l.'b'i and of children l2->. 
This doea not include trans|K)rUtion 
nor undertaker’* charges. The Issly 
may lie conveyed to the crematory by 
the friends ot the deoeaoeil iu »uch a 
maimer as they may select, or it can 
lie trans|sirte«l by the oonipauy. Thua
